Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture.  As  required  of  all 
signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of  foreign 
proposed  standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the  information  and  comment 
of  interested  agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical  Office  invites  inquiries  from 
anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed  regulations  notified  under  this  heading 
could  cause  a  trade  problem.  From  time  to  time  we  also  receive  information  through 
our  embassies  in  foreign  countries,  as  is  the  case  this  week.  Request  for  copies  or 
questions  can  be  referred  to  Carolyn  Wilson,  USDA  Technical  Office,  Room  5530  South 
Agriculture  Building,  Washington,  D.C.  20250;  or  phone  (202)  382-1318.

Norway  -  TBT  Notification  84.109   The  Norwegian  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social 
Affairs  has  announced  a  proposed  regulation  on  food  supplements.  The  regulation 
concerns  production,  import  and  sale  of  food  supplements.  It  contains  maximum  and 
minimum  levels  for  vitamin  and  mineral  content  per  daily  dose  for  the  products 
covered.  Products  sold  as  food  supplements  are  subjected  to  registration.  The 
objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  human  health.  Final  date  for  comments 
on  the  proposal  is  August  15,  1984. 
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Norway  -  TBT  Notification  84.110.  The  Norwegian  Ministry  of  health  and  Social 
Affairs  has  a  proposed  regulation  on  labelling  of  prepacked  foods.  The  regulation 
is  intended  to  replace  the  existing  regulation  on  labelling  of  prepacked  foods  which 
was  issued  on  July  25,  1975.  The  draft  regulation  is,  in  all  essentials,  adapted  to 
the  revised  general  standard  for  the  labelling  of  prepackaged  foods  which  will  be 
placed  before  the  Codex  Alimentarius  Commission  for  acceptance  in  1985.  The 
objective  and  rationale  for  the  regulation  is  human  health.  Final  date  for  comments 
on  the  proposal  is  August  15,  1984. 

Spain.  The  Technical  Office  recently  received  copies  of  a  technical -sanitary 
regulation  introduced  by  the  Spanish  Government  for  industrial  establishments 
utilizing  and  converting  meat  by-products  for  industrial  uses  and  animal  feeding. 
The  regulation  became  effective  Nay  19,  1984. 
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
